1UST A LITTLE over four months ago Prime Min- 
J ister Lester Pearson announced his intention of 
falling a general election. 

Overriding the fears of his own party and the 
objections of the opposition parties he declared his 
reasons^ for following this course in the following 
Vvords: 

“I believe that the Canadian people want to solve 
Ihe big problems; to get on with the important tasks 
facing them; to get on with the job of building a new 
l anada. 

"For that high purpose, they can best be served 
t»y a government at Ottawa which has the confidence 
cf Canadians in every part of the country, as repre¬ 
sented by a majority of supporters in the House of 

r ommons." 

Having cast the die in a political gamble which 
fcost the Canadian taxpayers in the region of $14,000.- 
000, he lost; for though he still remained prime min¬ 
ister he failed to gain the majority he so desired. 

Yet despite this monumental miscalculation on 
Mr. Pearson’s part, his loyal supporters still rallied 
behind him, ever ready to defend him, ever ready to 
praise him with a fervor which could only be ex¬ 
plained by their unshaken conviction that his great 
goal of a “new Canada" remained unchanged. 

The Throne speech of Tuesday is their answer. 
Certainly there is nothing in its time-worn context 
lo even ring the smallest echo of the prime minister's 
brave and challenging words of September. 

To term it a disappointment is an understatement 

i nr it is at best a barely warmed-up re-serving at 
eft-overs from the past two sessions. Its paucity of 
Ideas, its poverty of leadership may yet go down in 
history as an even blacker mark against the Pearson 
name than his ill-timed calling of an election."

A Poor Image 


A S WELL as containing skills of a high order ice 
hockey in Canada is a rumbustious game where 
thumping body checks are coasidered routine. Even 
when lusty play develops into needless roughness the 
fans take this in stride, much more than either they 
or the governing officials of the sport should. 

But what goes at home strikes a different note 
when it is taken abroad by visiting Canadian teams, 
and not to the credit of the country they represent. 

The Allan Cup champions, Sherbrooke Beavers, 
have found this out during their current tour of 
Soviet Russia, as indeed have previous teams on 
foreign ventures. So much so that after losing to a 
Soviet army team by the one-sided score of 15-4 in 
a game marked by dirty play, the Canadian ambas¬ 
sador in Moscow found it necessary to intervene and 
threaten to have their tour cut short if they did not 
fchow better sportsmanship. 

Official interference of this nature is highly 
unusual, so the conduct of the Sherbrooke players 
must have been deserving of severe rebuke. 

The censure paid off, if not in victory on the ice 
in the image ol Canada that every team carries with 
it when it travels abroad. The next two game* closed 
the scoring gap to 8-1 and 6-5 respectively, which 
suggests that playing the puck instead of the man 
offers its own chances of success. These games are 
leporteti, aa having been much cleaner than the 
opening^bne. 

It is not enough just that Russian or other foreign 
hockey fans don’t take kindly to the lusty brand of 
hockey played at home here, but that visiting Cana¬ 
dian teams, whether they like it or not, are when on 
such tour* ambassadors of Canada and discredit is 
done to national prestige when sportsmanship is absent 
either on or off the ice. 

It is not pleasant to read of Canadians being 
referred to as “hooligans" because of rough tactics 
which although common enough at home are better 
left there when teams go on display elsewhere.

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India's IS nr Prime Minister Loathes Inaction 


She’s Cultured, Incisive, Inexperienced 


By RRl CK FAfiK, from London 

Mrs. Indira Gandhi, a slender, cultured woman of 48 Is 
tlie new prime minister of India, the most powerful position 
to which a woman has ever been elected. What sort of person 
Is she - ’ 

Last spring, southern India was torn by riots, caused by 
the abortive proposal to make the northern language, Hindi, 
official throughout India. For a while, things looked very nasty 
indeed, and the Shastri government sat in New Delhi trem¬ 
bling — even restraining its home minister, Gulzarilal Nanda, 
from visiting the danger area. 

Hnwever, the minister for Information and broadcasting. 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi, neither doubted what to do nor awaited 
anyone's permission to do it. '' 

She took a plane, and flew straight to Madras, the heart 
of the storm. There she addressed, with considerable 
eloquence, the infuriated citizens. Her message was simple 
but reassuring: she was the daughter of .Nehru, and she 
promised that no harm would come, td them. 

* * * 

The message succeeded in calming the. rioters land 
Indeed no harm did come to them, for the proposal was 
deferred'. And the incident prominently displayed the two 
powerful attributes which have enabled Shrimati Indira 
Priyardarahani Gandhi to rlae to her present position, at only 
48, with compaiatively little detailed political experience. 

First, obviously, she inherits the lustre of her father — 
and although careful not to dissipate the asset by overuse, she 
draws openly on it when necessary' 

Second, and less obviously, she hasmever suffered from 
the inaction which Is the characteristic failure of Indian 
government. 

Although her normal manner la pensive and reflective, her 
style m action is passionate to the verge of bravura: Her 
rrjtics may sometimes claim she "thinks with her heart," but 
no one has ever said she cannot think of something to do 
In any given situation. 

* . # # 

There are, of course, other qualities: not at least a 
considerable presence. Indira Gandhi Is about 5 ft. 2 in , 
slender to the point of frailty. She hat a large nose, which 
spoils her photographs: but when animated she ran create 
a sudden, unexpected impression of quite dazzling beauty. 
More than one person has said that when under strain she 
bears a startling resemblance to Elizabeth I. 

She is trilingual in English ther native language), French, 
and Hindi, ‘‘gets along” In German, and speaks some Tamil, 
the language of aouthem India. 

And despite being a left-wing socialist and a nationalist 
with a prison sentence to prove it, she was the daughter of 
a xich and sophisticated man, 

Her travelling has been universal, and she dresses with 
detailed elegance: her infinite variety of saris, set off by 
Immaculate western accessories, and carefully-devised hair¬ 
styles are a noticeable ornament to diplomatic occasions. 

* * * 

Her sports are those of the international upper-classes: 
particularly skiing and riding. She enjoys western music and 
modem sculpture 

Indira Gandhi's upbringing between the wars was- a 
mixture of privilege and deprivation. She was, because of 
the political turmoil In which the Nehru family was engaged, 
a rather lonely child. 

She recalls, as a small girl, telling a visitor to the family 
home: "I'm sorry, but papa and mama and grandpapa are 
all in prison." Her mother, to whom she was devoted land 
who also went to Jallt died in 1*1*. Increasing her Isolation. 

By the age of 12. in Allahabad, the wras organizing 
children to smuggle political messages past British police 
and soldiers. (One of the children was a young Pars re, Feroze 
Gandhi — no relation to Mahatma — whom she later, 
married' 

After going to several Indian schools, she went to 
Sbanrmikelan. the school in Switzerland run by Rabindranath 
Tagore, and on to Oxford. There, she read history at Somer 
ville But in 193* she had to leave Oxford to rctiaw to Switzer¬ 
land, because she developed pleurisy. (Nehru was terrified 
that she would develop her mother § fatal TB ) 

* * a 

By 1940 she was hack in India, working with intense 
nervous energy as a follower of the Mahatma. The following 
year she married Feroze, whom she had rediscovered in 
lzmdon in 1942. The marriage was iconoclastic: They were 
ip love, and against religion, they arranged the match 
themselves. 

Religious criticism, however, was not the chief trouble 
for the c ouple: they spent their honeymoon In jail, hoth being 
sentenced for subversive activity by the British. Indira got 
13 months. 

During and shortly after the war her two sons were bom: 
fianiay. now 18, is an apprentice mechanic at Rolls-Royce 
!n England, and Rajiv, 21. has Just left Cambridge. This was 
her domestic period, which lasted some five years. 

* * * 

But In 1947, when India became independent, politics 
railed again. Her father, as prime minister, wanted her at 
hostess, and she went to live with him in New Delhi. Her 
marriage seems to have faded away amicably (Feroze died 
In 1960>, but her undoubted success as Nehru’s hostess led 
to rivalry and enmity between Indira and her aunt Madame 
Psndit. 

" Her first real political appointment, to the working com¬ 
mittee of the ruling Congress Party, came in 1956. Gandhi 
had toyed with the idea of making her (as a symbol of purity) 
the first president of India, but It was not until 1958 that she 
broke through to serious power, when she became chairman 
of Congress. 

This election was not the product of much politicking: 
she had, and still has. few political friends. She was, despite 
some extreme left-wing views, a compromise candidate, with 
no particular enemies. 

* * * 

Indira displayed In the lob a high level of political com¬ 
petence: expelling from the committee several old. and 
allegedly corrupt politicians. This was against her father's 
wishes, who found some of them useful sources of votes. . 

Her left-wing sentiments were modified somewhst fey 


jiowcr. It was at her insistence that the communist govern¬ 
ment of Kerala was dissolved. i 

In 1959. slie refused to stand again as chairman of 
Congress, though her jxilitical influence continued to grow, 
almost solely through her closeness to Nehru. Increasing, 
as his health failed, she became his alter ego. filtering his 
visitors, even up 1o cabinet level, and undertaking special 
diplomatic missions on his behalf. 

She was indispensable to him by the end: he called her 
"Indu" imoon), and she was probably the only person with 
whom he shared decisions. 

* * A 

Her chief political gift emerged as sfclft fraction to crisis. 
During the first lndodiinose troubles, she hurried off to 
Assam, where her mere presence was remarkably calming. 

Naturally, her father's death was a crisis to which she 
could not react politically. (Indira gave the pint of Wood which 
kept Nehru alive for the final moments.) 

Nevertheless. Shastri inevitably asked her to join his 
government, and, taking her seat in the upper house, she 
became mknistci of information and broadcasting. This, her 


only experience of serious administration, has been rather 
a disappointment. 

The result has been tp so.v some doubts aijput her capacity 
for slogging away at administrative work. And several of her 
friends say that she disliked it so much that she only accepted 
the premiership under pressure, for the sake of party unit)-. 

* * * 

\ But despite doubts about her stamina, she has certain 
i\ antages as a prime minister of India: chiefly a fine sense 
o\ realism. For instance, she is down-io-earth about India's 
need for birth-control. "There Is no religious objection to 
birth-control,” she says, "only a deep conservatism.” 

She lacks the charisma which linked the aristocratic 
Nehru with the dusty Indian masses. Still, she sucreeds w^th 
crowd* by projecting an intense sincerity 

And, if she is to become a long-term loader of India, her 
strongest asset m*y be a certain enduring simplicity. She 
say*, frankly: "When economic matters come up in cabinet, 
I'm not an fait. I have to ask what'I going on” Bui, as. 
President Rhadnkrishnan say* of her: "She is never afraid 
to ask."

Hockey League can get an assist for jterfect attendance or clean 
fingernails. 

Iam happy to report that it is untrue. 

To get, an assist in the WHL you must still prove you were 
In the building at the time the goal was scored, preferably in 
the general area of the ice surface. 

A careful survey of the assist situation was made by your 
reporter last season while covering Vancouver Canucks, and an 
interview with a man who made the last big road trip with the 
Maple Leafs proved the situation hasn't changed a bit. 

The guy must he nameless, lest A1 Leader send Larry 
McNahh, Bobby Taylor and the hoys around to teach him to 
he more secretive with classified information.* But some of 
his observations are worth noting. 

"There's just no standard approach to ratling assists around 
the league." he said. “The official scorer gives the assists, and 
some of them we saw were dandies. 

Let's See Who's Out! 

“fn San PTancisco. ihe senrekeeper kept a pair of eye¬ 
glasses next In him. He 4> dn ’t use them until a goal was 
scored. Then he put thrm on and looked to see who was out 
on the ica before he gave the assists. 

"In Los Angeles, the play went from Ruddy Boone to 
Leo 1-aRine to Boone and back to LaBine, who scored La Bine 
got credit for the goal all right, hut the assist went to Norm 
Johnson ”

• Cynica claim the double assist system is particularly In 
vogue in Seattle, where fans and official* alike suffer from the 
Guyle Fielder syndrome, Golden Guyle, they call him down 
there and the man ia such an outstanding hockey player there 
is a tendency to assume he must have passed the puck for 
every goal scored while he was on the ice. 

Fielder himself has heen quoted as saying he wasn't An the 
lee when he got the asaist that broke the WHL record. 

Now. you ean excuse the occasions! extra assist to a man 
like Fielder. They make up for the one* he misses on 
passes to guys who should score hut don't. If Fielder had a 
point for every pass that sel a Totem up in front of the 
tier you'd need a computer to figure his point total. 

But some of the other cheapiec make you retch a little. 
Particularly because the players themselves, who use their 
point totals as a wedge for next year's contract, are not above 
a little pleading for help. 

On some occasions when a goal brings only one assist, you'll 
see a player skate over to the scorer * bench at the end of the 
period. They must plead fairly eloquently, because In many, 
many cases an assist is added on.

Hi« piefure apjiean in an upper comer of the screen, superim- 
jwaed on the normal action shot. * •- 

Perhajw twice out of. say, 50 attempts, the Isolated camera 
was on s man actually involved in the play. If the viewer, as 
distracted as a kid at a three-ring circus, happened to be watch¬ 
ing the smaller picture on those occasions, he saw the pass 
receiver run his pattern and either catch or muff the ball. Of 
course he didn’t see the ball thrown, because it was imixwsihlo 
to watch both pictures at once. The other 18 times, the dim-tor 
guessed wrong and had camera 2 on a guy who did nothing. 
Anybody watching him missed the play altogether 

If. by a major rxrfrlv of will, the viewer ignored Ihe In- 
staat Isolate aad kept Ids eyes on the main action, like u nol 
the play run up Into the corner of Ihe screen and at the crucial 
moment was blotted out behind the secondary picture. 

To put It in the gentlest possible terms, it was a stinker. 
Ill-conceived, IH-excruted. confusing and totally without value. 

Awful Hard Sell 

The ditretor. of course, shouldn't have to concern himself 
with this nonsense. The gift of second-sight, enabling' him to 
guess what Hadl will do on the next play, should nol lx* ex- 
jiecled of him. Ho has enough to do showing what Hadl is doing 
on this play right mas. 

Television gels itself involved with gimmicks like this 
because the industry ,pever has clearly defined its function, 
doesn't understand where entertainment should leave off and 
news coverage begin. Covering a football game ought to lie 
a Job of straight reporting, but the sjiace cadets regard them¬ 
selves as performe.i rather than report ;. You never hear 
one of them say, "1 have to cover a story." He says. "1 have 
to do my show." 

They dm’t Mdmtasd that their primary Job Is to stew 
what’s happening. They doa't realise that the eatertaiameat 
thay're selling Is contained entirely la the action on the field, 
not In their presentation. 

Not satisfied with an event that embodies Its own drama, 
they feel they must trim it like a Christmas tree to dazzle the 
beholder who wants nothing in the world except to watch the 
ball game. 

Instant Stinker 

While we re on the sublect of TV's show hi* approach, let 's 
not absolve the American League Special rules were in force 
for this game.

I guess I must be a natural-born 
sucker for garden books, for I just 
haven't got file will power to walk past 
a book counter without stopping to 
browse. Usually such s pause results in 
another dip into a sadly depleted wallet, 
and another volume on plants for my 
little library, whirh is 'already uncom¬ 
fortably overcrowded. 

I nave often thought, though, that If 
I had to trim down my collection to one 
single book, I'd sacrifice all the modern 
works on horticultural science before I 
would part with my precious copy of 
Gerard's “Herbal,” published in the 
year 1586.1 have had mare sheer delight 
in reading Gerard's notes on plants than 
from any of the modern* 

★ * A 

John Gerard was bom in Nantwich, 
England, b> 1545. and attracted to the 
study of medicine, he took his examine, 
tens and became a "Master in Chirur- 
gerle" in the City of London. He was 
always a keen Hardener, though, and 
when his medical practice prospered, 
he took a very large garden not far from 
Somerset House where he tried his hand 
at growing si) kinds af queer things, 
from common meadow weeds to ginger 
and sugar cane. 

* A A 

Every gardener worthy of the name 
Is a keen observer — he has to be. If 
he is to learn file habit* and the likes 
and dislikes of his plants. Gerard had 
eyes like a hawk fnr all the little details 
so often missed when studying s plant, 
and everything he saw, he wrote down, 
crystal clear, in his beautiful Eliza¬ 
bethan English. Have a look, for In¬ 


stance, at his description of our com¬ 
mon pest, couch grass: 

"Couch Grasse hath long leaves of a 
whitish green color; the stalke is a cubit 
and a halfe high, with joynts like 
wheaten straws, but these joynts are 
covered with a little short downe or 
woolliness. It creepeth in the ground 
hither and thither with long white roots, 
joynted at certaine distances, having a 
pleasant sweet taste. Insomuch as where 
it hapneth among the pot-herbes, grate 
labour must be taken before it can be 
destroyed, each piece being apt to grow 
and every way to dilate itselfe, as an 
infirmitie or plague."

You see what I mean about his 
jwwers of observation. Did you ever 
notice before that couch grass had 
hairy knees or that the roots had a sweet 
taste? 

Even as you and I, Gerard had his 
troubles with casual garden helpers. In 
his notes on a certain type of Morning 
Glory, he says: 

"It doth grow in the Isle of Candia, 
from whence I had some seeds, from 
which two plants prospered exceedingly; 
the one whereof I bestowed upon a 
learned Apothecary of Colcfiester, which 
continueth to this day. But an Ignorant 
weed it of my garden plucked mine up 
and cast it away in my absence, In itead 
of a weed." 

Here are a few of John Gerard's 
delightful and most human observations: 

OATS — "Otemeale be good for to 
make a faire and weQ coloured maid to 
look like a cake of tallow, especially 
if she take next her itom ache a good 
draught of strong viargre after it." 


ONIONS - The Union requireth a faf 
ground well digged and dunged. Being 
eaten, yea though it be boiled. It 
causeth htadacke, hurteth the eies, and 
maketh a man dim sighted. The juice 
anointed upon a balde head bringeth the 
hair again speedily."

LETTUCE — “Eaten before meat. It 
stirreth up appetite; eaten after supper, 
it keepeth away drunkenesse which 
cometh by the wine, by reason that It 
stayeth the vapours rising to the bead.”

DAISIES — "The juice of the leaves 
given to little dogs-with milke keepeth 
them from growing great." 

IBIS — "The roots, crushed while 
it is 'reeh and applied, taketh away in 
one night any bruise, blacke and blew 
spots gotten by falls, or by women’s wll- 
fulnetae in stumbling upon their hasty 
husband's fists." \

In his beautifully clear style of writ¬ 
ing, there is only one part of the Herbal 
where Gerard has shown any ambiguity. 
This Is in his notes on rhubard and 
reads as foQaws: 

"Brake the stems into a stone pot 
with foure gallons of strong ale, to steep 
or Infuse the space or three dales, and 
then drlnke. It purifieth the bkiud and 
makes yong wenche* look* faire and 
cherry-like.” 

The thing that puzzles me la — who 
drink* the four gallons of strong si# 
and rhubard — the "yang wenches" or 
the fellow who looks them over? Stems 
to me such a potent brew would make 
even the Witch of Endcr look "fairs and 
cherry-like!”

27,000 Students 
End Their Strike 


QUEBEC (CP)—Paul Garin- 
Lajole announced Wednesday 
the strike of most of Quebec’s 
27,000 students of technical and 
trade schools will end today. 

He said he had this assurance 
from Robert Nelson, president 
of I’Union Generate dea Etudi- 
ants du Quebec, and Michel Del¬ 
orme, president of a provisional 
committee of students of spec¬ 
ialized schools. 

The students struck Monday 
over extension of the school 
year by almost three weeks. 

Mr. Gerin-Lajoie said the ex¬ 
tended school year would be re¬ 
tained. but said a work group 
will study Implications of the 
school calendar In relation to 
student summer employ ment 
and financing. 

The students said most of 


them were not well-to-do and; 
needed summer work to finance I 
studies. 

Meanwhile, the first break in 
a teachers strike came when I 
330 teachers to the Vaudreuil-I 
Soulanges area showed up fori 
classes following agreement l 
Tuesday night with ths regional | 
school board. 

The teachers were scheduled!

Vaudreuil teachers get an In¬
